CONSTANTINOPLK,  Nov.  ST.— Two 
transports  from  Odessa  which  the 
Osrmana  had  expected  to  come  to  Con- 
stantinople have  not  arrived.  If  no 
transport  to  avaltoble  before  the  end 
of  November  1«,000  Oermaas  and  S.OOO 
Austrtans  will  become  prlsonere  of 
war  in  aocordanoe  with  the  armtotloe 
signed  by  Turkey. 

The  occupation  by  British  aad  FVeifoh 
troops  of  many  bulldlnga  and  hoteto  in 
Constsmtlnople  has  resulted  In  pro- 
teits  trrnn  the  new  Turkish  mlntoters 
and  the  newspapers,  who  had  believed 
that  In  tbe  signing  of  the  armistice  by 
the  Turks  only  forts  were  to  be  ooou- 
pl«/d.  '  Actually  the  armtotloe  provided 
There  are '  approximately  eighty  Ger- 
man and  Austrian  controlled  ships  in 
fbr  the  oo<rupati6o  of'sifategic  pblpte.

LONDON,  Nov«  27^— The  Archbishop  of  Cantechury,  in  nflfy^ 
ing  to  a  message  from  Prof.  Deissmann,  of  Berlin  University,  trans- 
mitted by  Archbishop  Soderblom,  of  Upsala,  imf^lorinfl  9iarcifiil 
treatment  at  the  peace  conference  "in  the  name  of  Christiamty/*  saytl 

/'Prof.  Deissmann's  statement  as  to  the  present  situation  is  ndt 
on*  ''which  I  can  accept  as  comet.  He  speaks  of  the  European  situa- 
tion as  though  all  that  it  needed  <m  the  part  of  the  ChristianB  collected 
in  the  beUigerent  nations  is  'mutual  forgivaness  and  conciliation'  in 
order  to  fight  in  union  agaiiut  the  terrible  consequences  of  the  war 
and  to  serve  the  moral  improvement  of  the  nations  and  of  mankind.** 

The  Archbishop  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  on  September  22, 
1915,  he  sent  a  letter  to  Prof.  Deissmann,  pointing  out  these  essen- 
tial matters,  but  received  no  reply,  except  a  vierbaf  acknowledgment 
and  continues: 

"We  have  fought  without  hatred,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  without 
passion,  and  now  uiat  victo^  crowns  the  cause  for  which  wa  fouglM^ 
we  d^isire  to  be  equally  free  from  hatred  and  passion  in  the  courM 
we  follow  as  victors. 
•  "Bttt  Ws  cannot  forget  tbe  terrible 
erlme  wrought  against  humanity  and 
civlllaatlon  when  this  stupendous  war, 
with     Its     irreparable     agony       Mild 
cruelty,  was  let  loeee  In  Burope.  Nor

displayed  In  carrying  on  the  war. 
Outragee  in*^  Belgium  In  the  early 
montha,  and.  Indeed,  ever  since:  th^ 
oharacter  of  the  devastation  wrought 
In  France,  Including  ths  Inhuman  de- 
portation of  Innocent  'dvlUans;  ths 
submaslne  warfare  against  passenger 
ships,  llbe  the  Lusltanla,  and  ths  re- 
joicings which  ensued  In  Oermany;

Minister  of  Finance,  and  act- 
hur  Premier  in  the  absence  of  Sir 
Robert  Borden:  Hon  Gideon  Robert- 
son. Minister  of  Labor;  Hon.  N.  W. 
Rowell,  preaideni  of  the  Privy  Coun- 
oil,  and  several  other  members  of  the 
Cabinet  at  present  in  the  capital.  The 
usual  promise  of  consideration  was 
made  by  8i»'Tbomas  White. 

ThO  labor  delegation  was  headed  by 
Tom  Moore,  the  new  president  of  th* 
Dominion  Trades  and  Labor  Con- 
gress, who  was  accompanied  by  all 
the  members  of  the  Dominion  exeon* 
tlv*,  with  the  exception  of  Secretary- 
Treasurer  Draper,  who  is  labor's  rep- 
resentative with  Canada's  peace  dele- 
gation, as  well  as  by  representatives 
of  many  important  labor  unions,  mak- 
ing a  representative  gathering  of 
about  forty  in  number.  Offlcers  of 
the  exeoutive  present  included  Arthur 
Martel,  Montreal:  Robert  Baxter, 
Olaoe  Bay,  and  D.  Reei,  viee-preal- 
dents  of  the  Trades  and  Labor  Con- 
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CANADIAN  CASUALTIES 
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Tk*  raguests  made  of  the  Govern- 
ment  Ineloded  a  number  of  recom- 
mendations which  have^been  urged  in 
past  ysars.  'There  was  a  reiteration 
of  the  BUggestion  that  pensions  should 
,IM  provided  for  widowed  mothers  and 
d«s«rted  wives,  with  the  additit^hal  re- 
quest this  year  that  pensions  be  pro- 
vided for  iK(ldows  and  children  of  sail- 
ors and  civilians.  As  in  the  past,  the 
adoption  of  a  Dominion  system  of. 
old  age  pensions  ufas  asked  for,  as 
well  as  pensions  for  soldiers  and  Al- 
lied reservists.  These  resolutions  will 
call  for '  an  Increase  in  soldiers'  pen- 
sions toT  at  least  |140  a  month.  The 
deputation  also  asked  for  the  equali- 
sation of  pensions  for  all  ranks  and 
free  medioal  attention  for  the  wives 
and  children  of  soldiers  still  in  the 
sorvlo*.  Federal  insurance  for  sol- 
diers, owing  to  the  exhorbltant  rates 
demanded  by  private  companies,  was 
also  asked  for. 

The  desirability  of  introducing 
legislation  providing  a  fund  against 
insurance  for  sickness  was  urged  upon 
the  Government,  coupled  with  a  de- 
mand for  national  pontrol  of  medical 
treatment  in  hospitals  and  the  crea- 
tion of  a  federal  health  department. 

The  representatives  of  labor  again 
registered  their  objection  to  2  per 
cent  beer,  and  asked  for  a  increase  in 
the  alcoholic  strength  of  this  bever- 
age. ^  . ' 

Other  resolutions  presented  to  the 
ministers  recommended  government 
ownership  of  railways:  the  creation  of 
a  national  fund  to  meet  emergencies 
In  case  of  ^national  disaster;  legisla- 
tion making  Dominion  election  day  a 
public  holiday  and  abolishing:  election 
deposits  by  candidates;  the  Introduc- 
tion of  higher  land  taxes;  legislation 
In  a^d  of  the  co-operative  movement 
in  Canada:  the  passage  of  ftn  act  mak- 
ing the  use  of  injunctions  against 
strikers  illegal;  the  adoption  of  more 
stringent  regulations  covering  food 
and  fuel  control;  t^e  abolition  of  j;>rl- 
vat*  employment  bureaus;  registra- 
tion of  trade  labor  unions  and  the  re- 
mission of  duties  on  trade  Union  sup- 
plies. 

Resolutions  presented  which  direct- 
ly affect  workers  included  a  renewal 
of  the  request  for  the  inauguration  of 
th*  eight-hour  day  ^  on  all  public  > 
works;  the  publication  of  names  of 
Government  contractors  and  regula- 
tion of  {Contracts;  the  appointment  of 
a  fair  wage  ofHcer  for  the  jmarltim* 
Provinces:  the  establishment  of  mlnl-4  AvmJ  PnAnmAniB 
mum  wages  and  adjustment  to  meet  AVw"*  ■  HWiniOlUB 
changing  conditions  throughout  the 
country;  protection  of  car  builders 
and  repairers  by  the  erection  of  suit- 
able buildings;  prohibition  of  the  im- 
portation of  coolie  labor  and  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  central  immigration 
authority. 

The  labor  delegation  also  reiterated

The  retention  by  the  Dominion  Gov* 
emment  of  all  public  parks. 

The  retenttoa  of.  aU  forest  reserves. 

The  retention  o(  aU  water  powara. 

The  right  to  supply  the  railways 
from  the  coal  resources  of  the  Pro- 
vinces, coal  areas  to  be  reserved  for 
this  purpose. 

Mr.  Motherwell  pointed  out  that 
after  these  reservations  had  been  made 
there  was  little  or  nothing  left  except 
the  agricultural  lands,  timber  areas 
and  some  coal  mines,  of  which  the 
best  had  already  been  alienated  from 
the  Provinces.  Ths  forest  reserves  In 
Saskatchewan  covered  a  large,  area 
and  reservation  of  them  by  the  Do* 
minion  Oovemmeirt  would  megn  yiat 
Saskatchewan  would  be  deprived  of 
raservea  which  might  be  of  much  value 
in  the  future.  As  for  Alberta,  the  re- 
servation bf  public  parks  meant  .that 
that  Province  would  be  deprived  alto* 
gether  of  large  coal  areas  which  are 
located  in  the  Alberta  parks,  such  as 
the  Bankhead  mine,  near  Banff.  The 
reservations  stipulated  by  Mr.  Mslg- 
hen,  continued  Mr.  Motherwell,  were 
of  such  a  substantial  nature  that  It 
would  be  leaving  the  question  of  natur- 
al resources  unsolved.

Le  Oaulols  says:  "It  does  not  detract 
from  the  value  and  disinterest  of 
the  other  Allies  to  recognise  the  vast 
assisUnce  of  Britain,  without  which 
our  pollus  would  have  poured  out 
their  blood  in  vain." 

After  referring  to  the  inestimable 
lielp  of  the  British  fleet,  Le  Gaulols 
proceeds:  "It  is  well  to  realise  more 
deeply  the  Brltiah  Bmplre's  part  on 
land.  It  created  an,  army  of  Ave 
mllUons.  thousands  jit  war  factories 
and  deprived  Itself  to  supply  France 
and  lUly  with  materUlli.  Simultan- 
eously it  carried  on  campaigns  In 
Mesopotamlk,  the  Caucasus ,  Murman 
coast,  Macedonia.  Italy  and  Siberia. 
It  conquered  the  German  colonies 
and  immensely  contributed  to  hurl- 
ing the  enemy  out  of  France.  This 
prodigious  «(tort  will  redound  to  the 
eternal  eredlt  of  the  British  people."

The  Cardinal  Btaf«.1  tliat  in  the  early 
stages  of  unrestricted  (len^^an  sub- 
marine warfare  the  Marquis  of  Vllla- 
lobar,  the  Spanish  Minister  to  Bel- 
gium, called  on  the  German  governor- 
general  in  Brussels  and  asked  him  to 
intervene  with  Berlin  to  limit  the  sub- 
marine warfare  to  the  t>elligerents. 
The  Spanish  Minister  gave  the  gov- 
ernor this  advice:  ' 

"The  Americans  are  exasperated^and 
are  on  the  verge  of  Joining  the  Allies, 
whiclY  will  mean  the  defeat  of  the 
Central  Empires."

He  tmid  tribute 
to  the  armies  of  France,  Great  Britain 
and  the  United  States.  The  triumph 
of  Justice  is  complete,  the  Cardinal 
added,  "and  right  has  been  victorious- 
ly vindicated."

The  association  to  have  representa- 
tion on  any  federal  housing  commis- 
sion. 

That  the  department  oonsider  the 
advisability  of  proceeding  at  •  once 
with  the  housing  rproposltlons  now 
before  the- Odvemhient;  with  a  view 
to  providing  propdr  Aoommodatlon 
for  industrial  W4>rHar*  and-«liminat> 
Ing  slum    districts   In   large  cities.

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OTTAWA.  Nov.  J7.— Official  an- 
nouncement was  made  this  afternoon 
by  Hon.  Arthur  Melghen.  Minister  of 
the  Interior,  of  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  W.  J.  Black,  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture,  as  bhalrtnan  of  the  Sol- 
dier Settlement  Board.  Since  Januarj' 
last  the  board  has  been  comprised  of 
Mr.  Samuel  Mather,  acting  chairman; 
Mr.  C.  F.  Roland,  of  Winnipeg,  and 
Major  El.  J.  Ashton,  returned  wftr 
veteran.  Mr.  Roland  has  resigned  his 
position  to  become  associated  with  the 
reconstruction  committee. 

An  ofllclal  memorandum  respecting 
the  change  In  the  personnel  of  the  Sol- 
diers' Settlement  Board  states  that  as 
the  legislation  under  which  the  board 
was  constituted  provides  almost  ex- 
clusively for  the  association  of  the  war 
veterans  with  agricultural  pursuits, 
the  appointment  of  a  man  who  has 
been  for  many  years  associated  with 
work  of  this  character  to  the  chair- 
manship pf  the  board  was  necessary. 

The  new  chairman  of  the  Soldiers' 
I  Settlement  Board  is  the  product  of  an 
Ontario  farm,  having  been  bom  In 
Dufferln  County,  and  is  a  graduate  of 
the  Ontario  Agricultural  College  and 
Toronto  University.  For  two  years  he 
was  editor  of  the  Farmer's  Advocate 
of  Winnipeg.  He  was  appointed  De- 
puty Minister  of  Agriculture  for  Mani- 
toba in  1904.  Mr.  Black  organized  the 
Manitoba  Agricultural  College  and  was 
its  president  for  ten  years.  In  1916,  In 
consequence  of  vthe  death  of  the  latA 
Dr.  James,  l^r.  Black  waa  offered  and 
accepted  the  position  of  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture  for  the  E^pmlnlon  of 
Canada,  In  which  position  he  has  de- 
monstrated energy  and  good  organis- 
ing ability.  ^ 

Announcement  has  been  already 
made  of  arrangements  with  the  Khaki 
University  In  BngUind  to  enable  the 
war  veterans  to  study  practical  me- 
thods of  farmlns  while  In  aBngland. 
Further  arrangements  aro  being  con- 
summated whereby,  tipon  the  mrrivfih 
of  soldiers  in  Canada,  they  will  bo  af- 
forded the  opportunity  of  asaooiating 
themselves  with  agricultural  colleges 
of  the  country.  There  will  be  co- 
operation between  the  Provinces  and 
the  Dominion  In  this  respect,  and  the 
new  chairman  of  the  board  expects  to 
be  able  to  associate  himself  with  such 
agricultural  experience  as  may  be 
necossary  to  assure  the  returned  men' 
a  good  practical  knowledge  of  agricul- 
ture. 

It  Is  expected  that  legislation  will 
be  submitted  during  the  coming  ses- 
sion of  Parllj^ment.  that  will  broaden 
the  scope  of  the  board's  efforts  In  be- 
half of  the  returned  soldiers.  Con- 
sideration will  be  given  by  the  Ward 
to  the  legtsltalon  that  Is  In  contem- 
plation and  to  <he  matter  of  reclama- 
tion of  l«rge  areas  of  Dominion  and 
other  lands,  as  well  as  the  question  of 
expropriation  of  lands  held  for  spoca- 
latlvo  purposes. 

Mr.  H.  J.  Daly,  whose  appointment 
as  director  of  the  repatriation  and  em- 
ployment committee  of  the  Dominion 
Qovemment  was  announced  today,  haa 
already  undertaken  his  duties  and  has 
gathered  together  the  heads  of  all  de- 
partmenta  conoAned  In  the  work  ef 
reabnorptloa  for  the  purpose  of  co- 
ordinating and  deftnlng  their  actlvl- 
tlea.

It  to  true  the  greater  part  of  my 
gardening  haa  been  done  in  the  Belve- 
dere district,  where  it  to  claimed  I 
hold  07  oity  loU.  In  thto  aame  district 
there  are  C9  vacant  lota  cultivated  by 
other  people  and  88  good  tillable  un- 
cultivated lots. 

The  denunda  of  the  deputation  .aa 
indicated  plainly  in  the  firat  are  aim- 
ed at  my  enterprtoe.  The  aecond  doee 
not  affect  me  In  any  way  aa  I  ha\'e 
never  conscripted  lots.  The  cultiva- 
tion I  have  done  was  by  consent  of  the 
owners  of  the  Iqta,  or  their  reprasen- 
tatlvea,  moatly  given  freely  to  aid  in 
food  pro^ctlon.  A  few  are  under 
rental.  Tm  third  and  fourth  demanda 
are  too  obvloualy  aimed  at  the  deatruc- 
tlon  of  my  present  growing  crop  to  be 
mtotaken,  or  for  one  moment  tolerated 
by  any  raaaonable  person.  The  object 
of  vacant  lot  cultivation  to  Increaaed 
food  produetlon  and  gralna  are  aa 
neoaaaary  aa  anything  that  can  be 
grown. '**A11  agricnlturiata  know  that 
there  la  peoltively  no  danger  from  fire 
*la  a  growing  grain  crop. 

The  fifth  demand  ia  most  unreaaon- 
able  of  all,  but  fortunately  for  lot 
owaara  to  equally'  Impoaalble  becaua* 
all  lota  cannot  be  open  to  conacrip- 
tfon.  but  only  unproductive  ones,  or 
theae  that  have  been  conaorlpted. 

To  the  otolms  of  the  deputation's 
apoheaman  that  I  have  atrlngs  on  all 
prodaetlve  Iota  In  tha  neighborhood  1 
would  aay  thoae  landa  are  produoUve 
beeaaae  t  have  made  them  ao  by  oal- 
tlvatlon.  and  there  are  plenty  of  gra- 
m»t  lota  untouched  thf^t  could  %e 
made  productive,  bat  it  takea  time  aad 
labor  and  the  ooet  to  eoaalderahle. 

The  aim  of  thto  depuUtlon  (whoae 
eonduct  in  the  €oaa^  ehsumber  re- 
•emhwd  that  of  a  mob.  according  to 
tha  Colontot'a  report),  aeeoia  to  be  to 
aeoura  for  themaehree  the  uae  of  the 
prodootlve  lota  I  hava  improved.  If 
the  parttoa  were  at  all  fair  -  minded 
they  would  not  wtoh  for  each  without 
giving  value.

MANY  APPLICAINS 
FOR  mNMENT  LAND 


Land  Settlement  Board  Be- 
sieged With  Inquiries  Con- 
cerning Areas  Soon  to  Be 
Opened  Along  Line  of  G.T.P,

Since  the  announcement  was  made 
by  the  Land  Settlement  Board  that 
the  two  settlement  areas  adjacent  to 
the  O.  T._  P.  railway,  one,  designated 
No.  1,  near  Telkwa,  and  No.  2,  near 
Vanderhoof,  would  be  thrown  open 
for.  settlement  at  an  early  date,  there 
has  been  received  at  the  head  office 
oi;  the  board. here  a  host  of  applica- 
tions from  many  point*  in  Western 
Canada  a*  well  as  from;  points  in  the 
United  States.  By  December  2,  |dr. 
Maxwell  Smith,  chairman  of  the 
Land  Settlement  Board,  stated  yester- 
day, the  areaa  will  ■  be  thrown  open 
for  settlement.  It  to  not  proposed  to 
open  the .  whole  area  In  each  at  once, 
but  gradually,  as  satisfactory  appll- 
oantr  come  forwas^.  * 

This  board  recently  issued  a  com- 
prehensive booklet  covering  the  areas, 
giving  a  mass  of  necessary  details 
and  other  Information  of  great  bene- 
fit to  'Intending  settlers.  There  has 
been  a  keen  demand,  for  these  pub- 
lications. 

It  is  the  Intention -of  the  board  to 
appoint  two  agents,  who  will  be  on 
the  ground  to  meet  settlers,  show 
them  their  holdings  and  otherwise 
advise  them  in  taking  up  lands,  thus 
minimizing  to  the  greatest  possible 
degree  the  difllculties  which  would 
otherwise  confront  the  Incoming  set- 
tlers. These  agents  have  not  been 
named,  but  will  be  In  a  short  time. 
.Other  Project* 

In  addition  to  the  two  above  set- 
tlement areas,  the  board  has  other 
land  projecte  under  consideration, 
though  as  yet  it  to  not  in  a  position  to 
nwke  any  public  announcement.  The 
board  was  reoently  pUced  In  control 
of  the  NIcomen  dyking  district  and 
contemplates  Improvements  there  to 
provide  adequate  dyking  facilities, 
but  until  dellnlte  arrangements  have 
been  arrived  at  with  the  Federal 
Oov«.-nment,  which  has  promised  to 
assume  the .  burden  of  protecting  the 
banks  of  the  Eraser  River  at  that 
point  from  the  damage  which  to  an- 
nually occasioned  by  high  water,  the 
dyking  scheme  cannot  be  economle- 
auy  carried  through. 

The  Sumaa  reclamation  plan  to  an- 
other project  which  to  being  worked 
out  under  the  direction  nf  the  board. 
Bngineer*  have  been  at  work  for 
*ome  months  fully  investlgatin'-  the 
various  ptons  which  were  prepared 
for  the  rectomatlon  scheme  by  which 
some  22.eoo  acres  of  land  are  ex- 
pected to  be  made  avaitoble  for  agri- 
cultural purposes.  Three  progreee 
reports  already  have  been  submitted 
by  the  engineers,  but  they  are  not 
expeoted  to  complete  their  investiga- 
tion until  rn  .is  time  in  Jknnary 
next.  It  to  hoped,  the  full  detalta  of 
a  workable  scheme  will  be  avaitoble 
and  the  Land  Setttement  Board  will 
then  be  In  a  position  to  examine  its 
efficiency  and  likely  flnanctol  de- 
mands.

Hayward  there  are  now  two  Provincial 
ridings  vacant,  AU>emi  being  recently 
vacated  through  the  death  of  Mr. 
Richard  P.  Wallis,  Conservative  mem- 
ber for  the  riding,  who  was  elected  at 
the  by-election  held  hardly  a  year  ago 
and  represented  the  constltUMicy  dur- 
Ins  the  last  seasion.  his  first  and  only 
session  in  the  House.  ^ 

I>ae  to  Agitation  \- 

The  propriety  or  otherwise  of  Cap- 
tain Hayward  holding  the  Cowichan 
seat  while  he  was  overseas  on  active 
service  has  l>een  a  question  which 
created  some  dissension  In  the  poli- 
tical camp  In  that  riding.  A  year  ago 
an  agitation  was  raised  to  have  him 
resign  and  permit  an  election,  at  which 
some  resident  of  the  district  mivht  be 
elected,  who  would  be  on  the  ground 
and  in 'a  position  to  deal.wtth  nmtters 
of  moment  to  the  riding,,     '}  ^■.;;  /'^ 

Many  of  the  Captain's  frleiids  re- 
sented this  susgestion,  but  as  a  result 
of  the  discussions  which  followed  the 
member  took  action  himself  by  for- 
warding his  resignation  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  loQ|U  Conservative  Asso- 
ciation and  asking  that  It  be  dealt  with 
as  his  supporters  in  the  riding  saw  fit. 
The  resignation,  however,  was  not 
acted  upon  at  the  time.  Liatterly 
there  have  been  reports  to  the  efTect 
that  Captain  Hayward  would  not  re- 
turn to  the  district,  but  would  accept 
a  permanent  position  overseas.  At  any 
rate,  he  has  now  forwarded  his  re- 
signation to  the  Speaker,  and  thus  the 
controversy  which  has  raged  in  the 
riding  over  his  holding  the  seat  while 
absent  therefrom  appears  to  have  ter- 
minated by  his  own  action. 

Captain  Hayward  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Liegislature  since  the  gen- 
eral elections  in  1907.  .  Up  to  the  gen- 
eral election  of  191<  be  represented 
the  district  aa  Conservative  and  at  that 
election  he-  ran  as  an  Independent  Con- 
servative.

Mr.  Wil- 
liams outlined  the  very  grave  situation 
that  was  being  felt  by  tbsir  society 
owing  to  tha  happy  dlaeoatliiuance  of 
hostilities.  The  Red  Cross  has  been 
jcible  during  the  past  four  years  to  make 
tbe  proud  record  of  having  been  en- 
abled to  respond  to  every  call  from 
hospltato  and  battle  fronts  but  tbto  has 
neelasitated  foresight  in  buying  and 
stocking,  and  tbey  now  find  thamsslves 
confronted  with  atocha  of  matariato 
and  rather  long  bills.  Aa.  bowevar,  in- 
structions have  been  reoelved .  that 
neither  auppiiea  nor  materlato  ara 
available  in  England  or  France  In  any 
way  adequate  to  meet  the  needa  of  the 
women  and  cbildren  of  the  devastated 
countries,  the  Bed  Cross  has  been  call-r 
ed  ttpon  to  follll  lu  obligations,  "to 
relieve  all  persons  suffering  calamity 
from  tbe  reaulta  of  war."  and  therefore 
appeals  to  all  committees  to  valtontly 
aastot  them  in  thto  emergency.  The 
raspenslbiuty  for  raUlng  funds  in  sup- 
port of  the  work  of  the  committee 
must  rest  with  tbe  societies,  together 
with  all  possible  support  to  tbe  Red 
Cross. 

Mrs.  Raymur  sent  a  message  to  the 
meeting  to  the  effect  that  she  would 
be  unable  to  convene  the  entertain- 
ments for  the  present  owing  to  sick- 
ness In  the  home.  The  deep  sympathy 
of  the  meeting  was  expressed  to  Mrs. 
Raymur  and  appreciation  for  her  con- 
stant and  regular  services  during  the 
year.  Owing  to  the  continuance  of 
tha  influeaaa  the  entertainmenU  at 
private  houses  would  not  oommsace 
till  after  the  Ne#  Tear. 

Mrs.  Bowser,  treasurer.  repotted 
1100  received  from  the  Red  Cross  and 
IIS,  a  private  codtribution  from  an  In- 
terested friend.  Kxpendltures  >srere 
authorised,  including  the  hire  of  In- 
valid chairs  pending  tha  permanent 
glfta.  and  llaotoom  for  a  launch  at 
Besthaven.  A  gift  of  twenty-flve 
library  volumes  from  Mra.  JSIlngly  waa 
gratefully  acknowledged.

The  question  of  the  settlement  ot 
the  salmon  pack  question  has  l>fAn 
agitating  local  canners  for  some  time. 
The  shipment  ot  the  pack  has  been 
held  up  for  some  three  months  tor 
various  reasoiM. 

The  pack  amounts  to  around  1,600,- 
000  cases.  Of  this  the  British  au- 
thorities are  taking  100  per  cent  of 
the  Aockeye  and  red  Spring,  76  per 
cent  of  the  Cohoea  and  70  per  cAnt 
of  the  Pinks. 

The 'matter  of  the  price  to  be  paid 
for  the  salmon  has  been  under  dia- 
cusaion  in  Ottawa  for  some  time. 
The  advance  to  be  glveh  the  canners 
will  IM  paid  «n  November  80.  and 
the  war  purchasing  commissioners 
will  set  ths  final  price  at  Ottawa  on 
December  10. 

The  shipping  of  the  pack  will  re- 
lieve congestion  on  the  docks.
